like the Venetinn Bucenteur, carved and
gilded like the golden chariot in which Al
exander entered Babylon—propelled by fif-
ty-two long sweeps, rising and falling in
unison with the bending backs ol twenty six
black rowers, clad in white and with naked
feet. The Sultan is throned in the high
stern hung with silk on silken cushions, un-
der a splendid canopy on the top of which
glistens his arms and a blazing sun. The
Sultan, who is elad in the uniform of a gen-
ernl, steps quickly out, walks t he steps
over o enrpet epread for his royal feet, —the
doldiers  suluting, everybody with arms
cronsed bending the body,—and disappears
in the mosque.— Charles Thidley

Pennute, or na they are are popularly
known in thelSouth, ground nuts or goubers,
grow in the ground on the roots of the plunt
exiotly like potatocs, The stalk and leaves
of the plant somewhat resemble clover, and
to got the fonuts when “ripe, the plants nre
pulled out of the ground, the nuts adhering
firmly to the roots. The greateat tronble
with the ground nutsis in picking them,
which has to be done by band, no machine
having been invented to do the work, though
it would seem that sueh a machine in the
shape of a coarse comb might easily be in-
vented. But labor is cheap in the places
where they are grown, which are in the light
satdy soils of Tennesses, Virginia and North
Caroling in this country, Peanuts are also
largely grown in Afries, Indin, Brazil and
other places, The best are raised in the
valley of the river Gambia, in Afriea, and
vield lurge quantities of oll, . This produet,
when properly produced is equal to olive
oil ; but it is aléo used in woalen manufac.
tares, in soap making, in lamps and for lu«
bricating mnchinery, Last year the crop in
the United States was as follows : Tennea-
5000 bushels ; Vieginin, 450,000
North Caroling, 100,000, The imports from
Africa last year were 846,000 bushels, of
which Boston imported 88,000 and New
York 24,000, 'The average of the new vrop
this year is somewhat larger than that of last
yeur, and promises well, the nut being gene
ernlly better filled and matured than for two
years and of finer quality, The past year
wias marked by fewer changes than any
former one; by & moderate but stéady con-
sumptive demand ; by an absende b specus
lution, and by the small proportion of choite
white nuts, Tennesecipeanuts arg. put up
in burlap bags of four or five bushets eapae-
